In addition, 
380 pictures were circulated, 331 
clippings, 28 maps, two boxes of 
steroscopi¢ views and two stero- 
scopes, Total children’s books cir- :

Seven hundred and eighty-five 
new members were registered dur- 
ing 1941-42, making total in- good 
standing of 2,918.
